Let me take the liberty to quote something, that our former Chief 
Justice of the United States, Warren Burger, said during his 

farewell speech: 
"Many years ago, 
When I grew up to become an Attorney, 
We fought for Justice. 
Nowadays they fight to win, 
Regardless if they right or wrong. 
Unless we fight for Justice again, 
Injustice will prevail. 

In reference to a letter I sent on November 9, 2005 to 
Mr. Guenther Grund, Kreissparkasse Ostalb (Bank) in 
Schwaebisch Gmuend. 

On September 14, 2005, 1 had together with Mr. Otto Davis, 
Attorney, stationed in Aalen a discussion with you at the Bank in 
Schwaeb. Gmuend, to talk about a possible loan. 

I have in the last five years a ball-pen designed with religious 
motive on the pen cast with metal on wood or plastics. I have the 
ball-pen in the USA patented and after about two years the Patent 
received. I have then after four months the American Patent into 
German translated and then in the German Patent Office in 
Muenchen submitted. You have seen my product and known that I 
will it in Schwaeb. Gmuend and its environs my products 
manufactured and six to eight months ten to fifteen employees 
taking on. 

Mr. Thomas Bulling, of the bank branch Sebaldstrasse did 
not believe it, and said, when you keep ten to fifteen workers 
employed, then you must enough money, than you need from our 
bank no money. With a man with so little bank knowledge and life 
experience, I can't work. 

Mr. Grund was on the hand, however very courteous, and 
when he saw my product obviously very interested. In the 



continued conversation was all o.k., until Mr. Grund wanted to see 
my particulars and I showed him my American US Passport. You 
are a foreigner, was his reply, that made me very insulted. 

A foreigner is a human being from another country. I am a 
human being, not from a different country, I am from Germany, I 
was born in Germany and have lived 25 years in this country. I 
have received my education here, and I have been drafted to the 
German Air Force and was wounded and then transported to 
American Prisoner of War (POW) Camp in Ulm. This was the most 
terrible time of my life. The prisoner in the Iraq war were much 
treated than we were. In three months, I have lost 65 lbs. The 
condition in that camp were inhuman. 

Now, you asked me, why I immigrated to the United States of 
America? Because, I, with my good knowledge of the English 
language, working for the Americans (the Force who occupied 
Germany), a good reason to learn the Americans soldiers and 
people. To my surprise, the art of their thinking and feelings of 
justice are the same like the Germans. With one difference, the 
Germans should more listen what the Americans are saying and 
much less speaking, and you can never always be right. The 
current German Politics and election resultant confirm my 
assumption. The disagreement and the arguments under the 
different congressional parties could not lead to something good. 
"The German must be always right." 

Now, to Mr. Thomas Bulling, member of the board of the 
bank in the Sebaldstrasse in Schwaebisch Gmuend, he thanks me 
for the good discussion we had on 7/9/2005 in his office. I would 
not call our conversation very good, maybe with a little bit fantasy 
of Mr. Bulling. I have learned that my telephone was cancelled, 
due to non-payment of my bill. I couldn't even call my son, at 
home in America, and tell him that arrived safely in Germany. On 
21/9/2005 still no telephone, two weeks and no telephone. At the 
beginning I asked Mr. Bulling to call the German Telephone Co. to 
clarify the misunderstanding. Mr. Bulling laughed at me and said, 



that is not my concern. 

How Mr. Bulling also write me that we have talked about my 
Disposition-Credit to raise for 4,900.- EURO, I have signed the 
Disposition-Credit for Giro-Conto No. 440607063, in order to 
finish the argumentation. 

The year 2004, 1 bought a used car for 4,200 EURO. At that 
time was Ms. Schnabel member of the board of the Bank, Sebald- 
strasse Schwaeb. Gmuend. I have with Ms. Schabel detailed talk 
about the loan for the used car. She said that it would cost about 
250.- to 300.- EURO monthly, and the KSK will deduct the amount 
from your account. Ms. Schabel had a child in between and left the 
Bank. Now, I got told, that the car was bought by me, and not thru 
a loan from the Bank. The Bank had my address and telephone # 
from in the USA. A short phone call or a small letter were 
sufficient, I would have paid the costs. 

Let us one again mention the wonderful discussion with 
Mr. Bulling, he said in his letter from 9/7/2005, that I have to be 
very punctual with the installment payment, otherwise your file 
will be immediately pass on to our collection department. Besides, 
the account was closed for further disposal and the lease annulled. 

Furthermore, Mr. Bulling writes further in his letter of 
6/18/2005 as follows: Since on your account no corresponding 
credit limitation is shown, you take the most expensive way of 
credit. This, Mr. Bulling writes after my account for further 
disposal and rent are closed. 

Another question, at the currency devaluation from DM to 
EURO, after the account balance of 5/3/2001 (see enclosed 
account balance) I had DM 44,690.94 or EURO 22,850.11 on my 
account. According to your statement Mr. Grund, I am a foreigner 
and not a European, and an American foreigner. Can an American 
foreigner legally responsible for the currency devaluation from 
DM to EURO. The question is, has been the Dollar also 
devaluated. 



It is easy to understand, that by such a project a quantity of 
money is needed. I was a person, who has the money here in 
Schwaebisch Gmuend and the USA. I want last year from my Bank 
in Gmuend, apply for a small loan. My attorney and I had a date 
with the Bank manager Mr. Guenther Grund. It went ever thing all 
right, until Mr. Grund wanted to see my identity card and I showed 
him my United States Passport. Mr. Grund was very astonished and 
said, you are a foreigner, and foreigners are subjected to different 
law. But he wouldn't say, what kind of laws. It is superfluous to 
say, that my loan was approved. Up to this point, I had entire 
confidence in the Kreissparkasse Bank Schwaeb. Gmuend. My 
account balance of 27/2/2001 was:

Now, a new subject, a subject, that goes 75 years back in 
time. My grandmother, my father mother, she lived at Turlessteg 
vis a vis of glasswork Schoellhammer in the high house. I always 
after school went to my grandmother, why, because there was 
something good to eat. On Saturdays and Sundays we are always 
go to church on Saturdays we went to little church and on Sundays 
to big church, the Protestant church. I asked her often, Oma what is 
the difference between the two churches. She said, you don't 
understand that, you are too young, grow up a little bit and I will 
tell you. My Oma died before the II World War started. During the 
war, my mother said to me, sit down, I must tell you something. 
You have always asked your grandmother why you visit two 
churches. The big church was a Protestant church and the small 
church was a Synagogue. When your grandmother married your 
grandfather, they got married in a Protestant church. Your 
grandmother was born as a Jew.

When I come home there, I entered the house, and my mother 
was ironing shirts, and when she saw me, it was a real home 
coming. After a while, I noticed a man sitting on the couch, and I 
asked her, who is that man. She said: Ask him yourself, and I saw 
he was an American. I talked to him, and told him my experiences I 
had in the last 2 V 2 months in the American Prisoner of War Camp. 



He could not believe it. And he apologized for the whole American 
Army. We left as friends, and he brought me lunch for six weeks, 
every day, until he got transferred. And before he left, he got me a 
job with the American Forces. It was called, the the American 
Army Rebuild Shop in Schwaebisch Gmuend, my home town. It 
was a very big company, that employed about 2,000 people. I was 
in charge of shipping and receiving of anything that came in and 
shipped out on railcars.

I know a little bit more about the Jewish immigration from 
Germany to the United States of America, because my father 
Alfred Julius Eisele had to join the German Army and his task was 
to see, after North France was occupied by German troops in the 
year 1940, that Jewish families could enter the border of France to 
Spain unharmed to catch a ship from Portugal to the USA. My 
father was half- Jewish and spoke fluent French, because he went to 

College in France. 

The number of Jews who left Germany within the framework 
of the Haavara agreement and the Rublee's Agreement amounted 
to 570,000. 

When I went to school in 1932, 1 sat next to Heinz Mayer, he 
was Jewish and my friend. His family had a shoe factory, which 
they sold in 1936 or 1937, and then they moved to England and 
then to Australia.
